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Selecting  Hardy  Plants  and  Flowers 


It  is  possible  to  have  some  show  of 
color  in  every  portion  of  the  garden 
at  anytime,  with  perennials. 

In  planting  the  hardy  border  the 
taller  growing  sorts  should  be  placed 
in  the  background:  a  few  of  these  are 
Boltonias,  Cassia,  Hollyhocks,  Golden- 
glow,  Mallow,  Sunflowers,  etc.  The 
front  of  the  border  should  be  laid  out 
in  the  dwarf  growing  type,  the  inter¬ 
mediate  rows  will  take  care  of  the 
great  majority  of  perennials;  the  prin¬ 
cipal  requirement  is  their  location,  be¬ 
ing  so  disposed  that  colors  will  not 
clash  or  be  unequally  distributed,  vari¬ 
ation  in  the  blooming  season  must 
also  be  considered  in  order  not  to  have 
some  sections  of  the  garden  without 
some  show  of  color  at  anytime. 

Planting — The  roots  may  be  planted 
as  early  in  spring  as  the  ground  is 
pliable,  soil  not  to  be  wet  or  soggy. 
Large  clumps  are  not  necessary,  the 
smaller  divisions  or  pot  grown  stock 
often  showing  more  thrift  and  devel¬ 
oping  into  shaplier  plants  than  the 
old  roots. 

Any  soil  moderately  enriched  with 
rotted  manure,  bone  meal  or  sheep 
manure,  dug  deep  and  thoroughly 
mixed  will  be  satisfactory. 

Spacing — In  planting  perennials, 
varieties  that  do  not  grow  above  2 
feet  may  be  planted  about  12  inches 
apart.  Taller  ones  at  an  interval  one 
half  the  ultimate  height.  Crowding 
or  stingy  planting  to  be  avoided  for 
perfect  effect  and  healthy  growth. 


Cultivation — Keep  the  soil  well  cul¬ 
tivated  free  from  weeds  and  litter,  ex¬ 
cept  during  drought  and  mulch  of 
grass  (lawn  sweepings)  will  help  re- 
•  tain  moisture  and  keep  the  soil  from 
baking. 

Training — Staking  at  an  early  date 
will  adjust  later  defects  and  will  over¬ 
come  the  tied  up  appearance  of  the 
plant  that  has  been  allowed  to  develop 
before  given  support. 

Tidiness — It  is  a  necessity  to  have 
an  attractive  garden,  removing  dead 
flowers,  withered  leaves,  broken  twigs, 
etc.,  will  well  repay  the  time  and  at¬ 
tention  given. 

Dividing — The  early  flowering  types 
are  generally  dwarf  and  close  rooted, 
these  do  not  need  to  be  disturbed  for 
several  years.  The  tall  sorts  of  later 
summer  and  fall  are  fast  growing, 
for  general  appearance  and  quality  of 
bloom  these  should  be  taken  up,  di¬ 
vided,  and  a  part  only  replanted  at 
least  every  second  year. 

Winter  Protection — It  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  protect  some  of  the  less  hardy 
hardy  plants  in  the  border.  Not  all 
of  them  require  it,  Iris,  Phlox,  Peonies 
and  Oriental  Poppies  withstand  se¬ 
vere  winters  without  protection.  A 
light  covering  of  straw,  stable  manure 
or  leaves  will  protect  the  less  hardy 
plants,  after  removing  all  stems  and 
dead  foliage  during  the  last  days  of 
November  or  before  severe  cold 
weather  sets  in,  apply  this  dressing, 
removing  it  gradually  in  the  spring  as 
the  frost  begins  to  leave  the  ground.

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ROCK  GARDENS 

Suggestions  for  Building 


A  charming  Rock  Garden,  like  hap¬ 
piness,  may  be  awaiting  you  in  your 
own  back  yard.  The  Rockery  may  be 

large  or  ever  so  small.  If  you  have  a 
spot  only  6  by  8  feet,  you  can  convert 
it  into  a  miniature  Rock  Garden  of 
real  beauty.  In  building  a  Rock  Gar¬ 
den  location  is  first  to  be  considered, 
then  materials  for  the  size  Rockery 
you  have  planned. 

Regardless  of  what  type  Rock  Gar¬ 
den  is  to  be  built  the  top  soil  must  be 

dug  in  preparing  the  site.  This  soil 
should  be  sifted  and  later  used  as  a 

back  fill. 

Drainage  is  so  important  in  making 
a  Rock  Garden  that  it  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  before  any  of  the  rock  are  laid. 
For  ordinary  drainage  conditions  sev¬ 
eral  inches  of  coarse  gravel,  stove  or 
coal  ashes  placed  about  18  inches  be¬ 
low  the  surface  of  the  garden  space 
will  take  care  of  the  excess  water. 

The  stones  selected  should  never  be 
all  the  same  size,  no  matter  what  type 
of  garden  or  kind  of  rock  is  used.  As 
the  stones  are  placed  each  one  should 
be  embedded  so  firmly  that  its  own 
weight  will  hold  it  in  position;  if  any 
of  the  stone,  after  being  placed,  seems 


to  slide  or  wabble  when  stepped  on,  it 
should  be  reset.  Construction  work 
should  be  carefully  done  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  for  it  is  difficult  to  repair  a  Rock 
Garden.  In  placing  the  stone  they 
should  be  set  with  a  slight  slope  to¬ 
ward  the  rear  so  that  the  water  will 
run  in  toward  the  plant  roots.  Stones 
have  the  characteristic  of  equalizing 
the  temperature  of  the  soil,  keeping  it 
cooler  by  day  and  warmer  by  night. 

Soil  in  a  Rock  Garden  may  range 
from  sand  and  gravel  with  no  humus 
in  it  to  rich,  highly  acid  leaf  mold,  the 
soil  should  be  fitted  to  the  type  plants 
one  has  planned  to  use.  For  most 
Rock  Gardens  and  for  most  situations 
a  loamy  soil  will  meet  the  general 
needs. 

Plants  suitable  for  the  Rockery  are 
almost  unlimited.  Where  space  per¬ 
mits  a  few  dwarf  evergreens  planted 
about.  There  are  also  flowering 
shrubs  of  dwarf  habit  that  make  a 
pretty  contrast  to  the  blooming  plants.

GROW  YOUR  OWN 
CARNATIONS 

Carnations  can  be  successfully 
grown  in  any  garden  soil.  They  bloom 
freely  up  to  the  time  of  frost,  after 
which  time  they  should  be  potted  and 
set  in  a  sunny  window,  from  which 
you  will  be  able  to  cut  flowers 
throughout  the  winter.  Plan  to  plant 
some  this  summer  and  enjoy  their 
spicy  fragrance.

Pools  may  be  constructed  of  varied 
dimensions  according  to  the  space 
available.  In  building  a  pool  be  sure 
to  have  proper  depth.  We  have  found 
by  taking  out  the  soil  to  the  depth  of 
three  feet  and  spreading  a  layer  of 
four  inches  of  cinders  on  the  floor  of 
the  pit  before  pouring  cement  no 
trouble  will  be  encountered  by  break¬ 
age  or  leakage.  They  can  be  built 
with  straight  sides  or  sloped  so  that 
when  finished  they  resemble  the  sides 
of  a  baking  or  serving  dish.  As  to 
form  there  is  no  rule;  you  may  build 
them  square,  oblong  or  curved.  How¬ 
ever,  the  more  curves,  turns  or  bends 
you  can  work  into  them  add  to  their 
beauty  and  artistic  workmanship. 

At  the  top  or  soil  level,  bed  in  rocks 
with  ledges  upon  which  you  can  place 
shallow-rooting  water  plants  that  re¬ 
quire  a  bit  of  soil.  Back  of  that  can 
be  planted  the  moisture-loving  dwarf 
rockery  plants  and  from  there  on  back 
to  the  top  of  the  rockery  will  be  found 
endless  opportunities  for  placing  the 
many  beautiful  low-growing  rockery 
plants. 

The  ideal  water  pool  when  finished 
is  about  two  feet  deep.  The  side  walls 
should  be  about  six  inches  in  thick¬ 
ness  tapering  to  eight  inches  at  the 
bottom.  The  bottom  of  the  pool  need 
not  be  more  than  six  inches,  carefully 
washed  with  cement  water  so  as  to 


insure  a  perfectly  tight  basin.  The 
cement  should  be  mixed  with  one  part 
Portland  cement,  two  parts  sharp 
sand,  three  parts  half-inch  gravel  or 
crushed  stone.  Your  local  cement 
dealer  will  give  you  pamphlets  on 
how  to  mix  cement. 

When  the  cement  work  of  your 
pool  is  sufficiently  dry  fill  it  with 
water,  watch  carefully  that  there  are 
no  leaks.  After  about  a  week,  drain 
the  water  out  and  wash  the  pool  thor¬ 
oughly.  Then  spread  about  two 
inches  of  well-rotted  manure  over  the 
entire  bottom  of  the  pool.  Upon  this 
place  six  inches  of  good  soil.  You  are 
now  ready  for  the  lilies,  which  may  be 
planted  in  pool  before  it  is  filled  with 
water.  After  the  tubers  have  been 
set  cover  the  entire  surface  with  about 
two  inches  of  sand  and  gravel.  This 
will  keep  the  fish  from  digging  into 
the  mud  and  insure  clean,  clear  water. 
The  sand  is  also  beneficial  to  the 
health  of  the  fish. 

The  pool  may  now  be  filled  with 
water  and  left  stand  for  about  five 
days  longer,  after  which  time  you  can 
add  any  other  water  plants  you  desire. 
The  fish  may  now  also  be  placed  in 
the  pool.  Do  not  change  the  water 
nor  add  chemicals  fes  this  will  injure 
both  plants  and  fish.  Running  water 
is  not  absolutely  necessary  for  pools; 
if  water  appears  to  be  stale  it  is  much 
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better  to  add  water  with  the  hose  or 
from  faucet  so  that  it  will  overflow 
from  the  top.  If  these  few  simple 
rules  will  be  carried  out  you  will  be 
rewarded  throughout  the  summer  and 
until  frost  with  no  end  of  joyous  sur¬ 
prises. 

It  will  not  be  found  necessary  to 
drain  pool  nor  remove  the  fish  when 
freezing  weather  approaches,  except 
with  more  tender  plants.  Keep  the 
pool  full  of  water  to  the  top  and  put 
in  two  good  chunks  of  wood.  The 
wood  acts  as  a  shock  absorber  caused 
by  the  expansion  when  the  water 
freezes,  and  there  is  little  danger  of 
pools  cracking  when  wintered  in  this 
manner.

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Perennials  Offer  Constant  Variety 


For  all  the  passing  glory  of  our 
annuals,  the  perennials  offer  that  con¬ 
tinuous  bloom  which  is  the  joy  and 
satisfaction  of  every  gardener’s  heart. 
Until  the  end  of  the  flowering  season 
these  plants  seem  to  vie  with  each 
other.  Perennials  achieve  a  great 
march  of  color,  luxuriant  and  fragrant 
of  bloom. 

Plants  may  be  set  in  shrubbery  bor¬ 
ders,  solid  beds  or  rockeries.  For 
those  plants  of  dwarfer  habits,  much 
better  results  may  be  obtained  by 
planting  them  in  rockeries  as  the 
mounded  earth  has  a  tendency  to  give 
better  drainage  and  the  rocks  have 
the  tendency  to  protect  the  rootlets 
during  the  hot,  dry  summer.  When 
flowers  are  wanted  for  cutting  they 
are  best  handled  if  planted  in  level 
beds  where  they  can  be  cultivated  at 
intervals.  Avoid  hoeing  deeply,  mere¬ 
ly  stirring  the  soil  surface  so  the 
young  roots  will  not  be  torn. 

In  setting  them  out,  remember  to 
place  the  tall  plants  such  as  false 
dragonhead  and  creamy  white  plumed 
poppy,  the  hollyhocks,  tall  hardy  as¬ 
ters  and  delphiniums  in  the  back¬ 
ground,  all  these  grow  at  least  four 
feet.  Put  the  shorter  ones  near  the 


middle  of  the  bed,  such  as  Veronica, 
Pyrethrum,  Gypsophila  and  Colum¬ 
bines. 

Next  toward  the  front  plant  those 
that  grow  about  a  foot  and  a  half 
high  and  so  on  down  to  the  very  edge 
where  the  tiniest  plants  are  estab¬ 
lished.  In  gay,  varying  groups  of 
these  small  plants  the  pink  dianthus, 
yellow  English  primrose,  dwarf  Ja¬ 
cob’s  ladder,  arenaria,  alyssum,  area- 
bis  and  baby  iris. 

Iris  in  any  of  its  fascinating  varie¬ 
ties  is  one  of  the  first  wonders  of  the 
garden  in  spring.  It  is  hardy  in  dry 
or  moist  soil.  The  clumps  should  be 
divided  every  three  or  four  years  to 
maintain  healthy  developing  condi¬ 
tions. 

In  April  and  May  you  may  have 
blue  hepatica,  moss  pink,  candytuft 
and  other  low  plants  awakening.  Over 
their  shoulders  the  daisies  and  pyreth- 
rums  will  be  awakening  from  a  throng 
of  brilliant  orange  wallflowers,  with 
the  exquisite  blooms  of  Alice  blue 
scabosia  fluttering  nearby. 

Delicately  fragrant  violas  and 
primulas  flourish  beautifully  in  the 
shady  places  from  May  until  frost.
